Hello Marisol, 

Dan is to be commended for his hard work managing the CPRA requests for your office in addition to his regular job, 
but the workload is just the nature of bemg a public office in Califorma. A number of other council offices are feeling 
similar pressures. One council office has an employee working more than 75% of their time just on CPRAs. 


There is no obligation on the part of the office to have a staff person working overtime to comply with requests. Most 
offices devote additional staff to the issue so all can handle during normal work hours. I spoke with Dan about making 
determinations that stretch out the response time to a more reasonable time from for the office to handle. The bottom 


line is that there is nothing that would legally allow the city to refuse to accept a new CPRA from a person/entity if there is one currently pending 
from that same person/entity. Similarly, there is no such thing as a vexatious requester in the CPRA. The only way to change the current system would 
be for the CM/City to sponsor legislation at the state level restricting access to public records for people who make multiple requests.

This office has made consistent efforts to respond in prompt fashion to your multitude of requests, and will continue 
to do so. ‘The sheer volume of your multiple requests that are all pending at the same time slows down the 
process to some degree. An enormous amount of collective staff time is required to respond to your requests, in 
addition to the normal work required to run a Council Office responsive to the needs of approximately 270,000 
constituents. We will continue to do our best to manage this balance in an efficient way. 


As you know, you are well within your rights to make multiple requests at once, as you have done consistently for 
quite some time. However, if you are concerned about waiting too long for certain requests to be completed, I 
would suggest that you limit your requests to one at a time. Regardless, we will continue to respond as quickly 
as possible in compliance with the California Public Records Act and in consultation with the Office of the City 


Attorney.
